Although eaen member ef ine oppo- 
sition who has epoken takes a aiffer- 
ent view of the Grand Trunk Pacific 
proposals, the point upon which they 
seem to be mest united is that had 
the proposed railway started {from 
North Bay the proposition wouid have 
been justifiable if rot commendable. 
Mr Borden’s alternative proposal has 
much the same idea. The strongest 
statements that bave been made 
against the scheme bave becn directed 
against that part extending from 
Lake Temiseaming to Quebec, ind 
frow Quebec to Moicton and St. John. 
As this portion ef the road, some 700 
zniles im leugth, is beimy made a spe- 
cial object of attack, it may be well 
to discuss ite usefatoess as forming a 
necessary part ef the whole sovern- 
ment scheme, 

it is quite evident that the strength 
of the position of those who irgue 
that the line should buve etarted from 
Noith Bay, ie that by building from 
that point and not from a point fur- 
ther cast the carrying trade from 
Western Canads would be directed Lo 
the port of Montreal rather iban to 
the port of Quebec. Montreal is a 
great city, the centre of a populous 
and important part of the country. 
It is the commercia! eapitai, not only 
of Quebec, but of Ontario and (ue- 
bec, and indeea of all Eastern Can- 
ada. It is matural that the great 
jnterests centered in Moutreal should 
jook with favor tpon any proposition 
tending te still further agrandise 
their commercial supremacy, and with 
disfaver upon any proposition which 
would tend rather to the commercial 
advantage of other ports. The oppo- 
sitiom are strong ’in sectional interest 
when they advocate the building from 
North Bay and are probably wore in 
accord with the interests and wishes 
of ithe Grand trunk Railway company, 
which bas such large interests cen- 
tered in Montreal, and in its winter 
port of Portland. 

It is also evident that if the govern- 
ment hae seen fit to ignore the nat- 
ural desire of the railway company 
with whom it is dealing and the sel- 
fish interests of such an important 
port and its geographical situation is 
portant nationa? reasons tor doing so. 
There is very Hittite dovot that an ‘m- 
portant cause of the government 
building and owning the line between 
Moncton and Winnumeg was that the 
Grand Trunk company would not as- 
sume the Puilding of what may ve 
called the Quebee end of the road, 
and the government would not aid 
the scheme uniess the read were 
built to Quebec and on through che 
Maritime provinces to Canada's win-} 
ter ocean ports. 

While Montreai is naturally 2 sum- 
mer port for aii of Canada west of 
the Ottawa river, it is not a winter 
port and its geopraphical situation is 
such that with Montreal as Canada's 
great summer port, Portland, in tae 
state o: Maine, is its, and therefore, 
Western Canada’s logica! winter port. 
if the proposition to build onty from 
North Bay had deen adopted, while 
the importance “of Montreal would 
bave been inereased, that of Portland 
would also have been. proportionately 
increased; amd Canada would have 
been still further compelled to remain 
im a pusition of dependence upon a 
winter outlet through the | United 
States,

do not interfere, Canadian trade fol- 
lows its natural outiet through’ the 
United» States. — The position is vn- 
foxtunate, but is.the result of circum- 
stances and must be accepted. 

When, however; a new Canada is 
being opened up by the construction 
of a transcontinental railway through 
a more northerly portion of the coun- 
try, and when by straightening tbat 
lime it can reach Canada's best deep 
sea summer port at Quebec by the 
same length of line as it could reach 
Montreal, and from Quebec can 
reach Canada’s nearest winter port, 
St. John, py a tine not more than 100 
miles jonger than the Grand Trunk 
line from Montreal’ to Portland; it 
would have been the sacrifice of a 
great national opportunity to secure 
absolute commercial independence of 
the United States and to give to Can- 
uda’s winter ports their rightful 
share of Canadian trade, if the route 
from North Bay had been accepted or 
adopted in place of that by way of 
Quebec. The government’s proposi- 
tion does not at all involve interfer- 
ence in the slightest degree with the 
course of existing trade which now 
centres at Montreal, Portland and 
Boston. It distinctly contemplaies, 
and indeed provides for, connection 
to and from Montreal, which will give 
that port the most equal footing in 
securing its share of the new trade 
resulting from the construction of 
the tramscontinenta] railway; but it 
provides that such part of the newly 
created trade as requires to reach 
the sea can do so at Canadian ports 
on equal terms with that part of 
the trade gomg to United States 
Ports. The distances being practi- 
cally the same, there is no reason wh7 
the rates from St. John and Quebec 
to Winnipeg should not be.the same 
as they now are from Boston, Port- 
land and Montreal to Winnipeg, or 
from Winnipeg to these ports; and to 
make assurance doubly sure, the 
Giand Trunk agreements provides 
that the rates to be charged over the 
railway to Capnudian ports are in no 
ease to be greater than those charg- 
ed to United States ports. This is 
surely a nationai policy that should 
appeal te all loyal Canadiahs as well 
as to all business men. 

If Canada is to perpetually use her 
resources and her trade to build up 


a rival nation, she is handicapped in 


the race, as she has been up to the 
present time. But when under the 


new policy Canada’s resources are be- 
ing economically used to build up her 
own trade and her own ports, she then 
stands on an equal footing with her 


rival ead if she cannot hold her place 
it is her own fault. The actual dis- 
tunec from Winnipeg to Montreal by 
C. E. R.\is 1424 miles, Quebec is some 
75 miles further north than Mon- 
treal and ts 162 miles distant by the 
Intercoionial railway, As the G. F. 
P. line from Winnipeg will come 
from: a northwesterly direction to 
Quebec and will be much straighter 
than the C. P. R. line to Montreal, it 
is safe to say that the length of the 
Grand Trunk Pacific from Winnipeg 
to Quebec will uct be as great as that 
of the C. P. R. to Montreal. It may 
safely be placed at no more than 1,460 
miles. In that case traffic to and 
frorw Winnipeg by way of Quebec 
would save at least 162 miles distance 
as compared with the route by way 
of Montreal. The distance from 
Quebee tc St. John by the Intercol- 
onia!l is 578 miles. There is now a 
shorter railway route between Quebec 
and St. John made up of the Inter- 
coloniai, the Temiscouta railway and 
a branch of the C. P. R. The total 
distance by this existing short route 
between Quebee and St. John is 425 
railes, a saving as against the Inter- 
colonial of 153 miles. It is safe to 
say that a line specially surveyed be- 
tween these two points with a view to 
securing the shortest line would 
bring the distance within 400 miles, 
a saving of 178 miles over the present 
Intercolonial distance; and inaking 
the total distance from Winnipeg to 
St. John i,800 miles, as against 2,164 
miles by the present C. P. R. and L 
C. R., a saving of §64 miles in favor 
of Canadian winter ports by the gov- 
crument proposition as against che 
criginal proposar to build from North 
Bay, and as aguinst the proposai to 
purchase the existing C. P. Re ‘and 
Canada Atlantic.
